PITY THE ENGLISH FARMER. 

There are often lamentations over 
the hard conkition of the prairie farm- 
er, and eure enough his lot is not all 
beer and skittles. He has to work 
hard and endure privation. These, 
however, are natural and are expected 
by the pioneer settlers in a new coun- 
try. Theycome here knowing’ they 
must “rough it,” and prepared to 
rough it. They may have left a home 
where matters were easier in some res- 
pects, but they know well enough that 
the man who sleeps on a bed of straw 
sleeps in safety, while those who sleep 
on a bed ef roses must look out for the 
thorns. In other words, there is 
much in the humble and homely life of 
the prairie that cannot be enjoyed in 
the older style of living ; while as to 
the troubles that arise from the low 
price of wheat and the badness ef trade, 
tt would not be difficult to show that 
the North-West is no worse off than 
other places, than Ontario, for instance, 
than the United States, and even than 
prosperous England herself. The fact 
of the watter is that daring the 
past year a wave of depression seems 
to have passed over the whole world, 
and weare feeling the effects of it yet. 
England is no exception. It is an odd 
circumstance that while on one hand 


we finda large class of politicians 
affirming that all that is needed to en- 


sure the prosperity of the old ccuntry 


is to yt the people back to the land;” 
on the other hand the agricvlturalists 
who are aiready “on the land,” are 
showing a strong desire to turn their 


attention to other industries than the 
cultivation of the soil. In the year 


just closed the area of land under 


cereal crops in Great Britain has dim- 
inished to the extent of halfa million 


acres, of which 253,000 acres have been 
laid down with grass. Doubtless some 
portion has been devoted to crops 


other than cereal, but roughly speaking 
37,000 acres of British land has within 
the last twelve months gone out of 
cultivation, This cannot be but a 
serious matter, and the broad fact is 
that the land goes out of cultivation 
because it does not pay to cultivate. 


The offcial return shows that Great 


Britain produced last year thirty mill- 
ion bushels of wheat and a million and 
a half buehels of barley, leas than the 
anvual average of ten years. Now 
what is the reason of this? Surely the 
prairie farmer can answer the question. 
It is because the British farmer has to 
pay a rent that the prairie farmer 
would consider 4 profit, so that when 
the price of cereals is low as it is, all 
the British farmer’s profits go to the 
Jandlord and it does not pay the Britain 
to farm, In this respect, at any rate, 
the prairie farmer has reason to be 
thankful that he is not as the old 
country farmer is. Those who labor 
on the farm here gat the fruits of their 
labor ; they do not labor to enrich an- 
other man’s purse. 

The prairie farmer has little or no 
taxes to take the cream off what he 
may have made at the end of the 
season's labor. Again he is more in- 
dependent. Providing a farmer in the 
Territories kcopa clear of debt aid 
practises habits ofeconomy, isattentive 
¢0 bis Geld and stock, he can live 
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settled ; and yet another one has arieen, 
also with a South American Republic. 
This time, however, the dispute is not 
with Great Britain, bet vith France 
and the Republic of Bresil. The 
question is as to the boundary of 
French Guiana, just as the British 
dispate is about the boundary of 
British Guiana. There is, however, 
this great difference between the two 
positions. In the one England refuse 
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more happy life than the average 
British farmer. Liberal provision. is 
made in the Nonth-Weet in regard’ to 
education. Very few farmers are 80 
situated that they cannot have their 
children edueated, and educated by 
etlicient teachers. , 


PREFERENTIAL TARIFE. 


Mr. McNeill, M.P., evidently wants 
the Dominion Parliament to legislate 
for the whole of the British Empire. 
The hon. member has given notice that 
he will move that a small duty, ir- 
respective of any existing tariff, be 
levied “ by each section of the Empire 
against products imported by them, and 
that the money derived from such 
duties be devoted to purpores of British 
inter - communication and defence.” 
Mr. McNeill is styled the leader of the 
Imperial Federstionists. and that may 
perhaps account for such a curious 
fancy. These patriotic men ure like 
the Captain in ‘“ H.M.S. Pinafre”: 
they “mean well but they are on the 
wrong track.” It is already known 
that Mr. McNeill’s motion wil) not be 
supported either by the Government or 
the Opposition. Indeed it is hardly 
hkely to be supported by anyone who 
has well considered the subject. For 
what does it amount to. Jt amounts 
to this, that some power outside of 
Canada will interfere with or regulate 
the Canadian tariff ; that some power 
outside of Australia shall -interfere 
with or regulate the Australian tariff ; 
and so on. It may be taken for grant- 
ed that neither Canada nor Australia, 
nor any of the other colonies will sub- 
mit to such a regulation or interference. 
And above all things, it may be taken 
for granted that as regards Great 
Britain, no article not now snbject to 
duty will ever again be so subjected ; 
and no article subject to duty will ever 
have that duty raised, though it may 
have it lowered or abolished. If Eug- 
land has made one point clear more 
than another it is that just stated. 
The level headed leaders of both 
political parties, Mr. Gladstone and the 
Marquis of Salisbury, have both de 
clared that a duty once gone is gone 
forever. This was the avowed reason 
given by Mr. Gladstone’ why he 
dare not consent to remove the duty on 
tea. Such is indeed the settled policy 
of the country, notwithstanding a few 
“kickers ” of influence ; ond if all the 
colonies agreed to Mr. MeNeill’s motion

Now, 
what will the United States qith its 
Munroe doctrine do? If the doctrine 
apply to England and English Guiana 
it applies with just the same force to 
France and French Guiana. The 
United States, therefore, is in this di- 
lemma, that, according to its interpre- 
tation of the Munroe doctrine, it must 
fight England to compel her to go to 
arbitration, as it must fight France to 
prevent her doing so. Verily foreign 
polities are a ticklish affair when there 
are too many cooks spoiling the broth, 
and the Uuited States would do well 
to let both England and France settle 
their own disputes with the neighbors 
to their respective colonies, even if, as 
in the case of France and Brazil, there 
are 155,000 sq. miles of territory in 
dispute, which perhape the United 
States would take for iteelf sea slight 
recompense for adjusting the difficulty.

THE ISOLATION OF ENGLAND. 
Stil] more astonishing than the pre- 
tensions of the foreign press is the at- 
titude of certain English newspapers, 
which have spoken of our relations 
with the Continental Powers as if they 
were of more importance to us than 
the conciliation of colonial sentiment. 
England, it is said, is isolated, end this 
is a grave danger. When, of recent 
years, has England not been isolated ? 
The policy of Germany for two decades 
past has been toembroil us with France 
and Russia, and one at least of the 
latter Powers has not been slow to fall 
into the trap. For good or evil our 
policy is a policy of isolation, fortefied 
by an overwhelming navy. Whatever 
dangers lurk in that policy, they can- 
not be permanently evercised by any 
concessions to nations whe will never 
love us while we are great and power- 
ful. The safety of our Ewpire depends 
upon the strong mutual sympathy of 
its component parts, and not upon 
foreign alliances and friendships. Can- 
ada, Australia, South Africa, and India 
are the allies we have to cultivate and 
depend upon. Wherever their interests 
conflict with those of the European 
continent we can have no hesitation in 
placing our kindred in the forefront of 
our eolicitude. <Any faltering between 
the two will spell Finis Britannia.

They are being marketed in large 
nembers, also, which indicate that the 
trade is growing rapidly. The experi- 
mental shipments made a few years 
ago were not very successful, because 
the cattle were wild and the work and 
worry and excitement of a long voyage 
made them undesirable on the London 
market. The grazers from Argentina 
have overcome this to a largeextent by 
domesticating their cattle so that they 
feed well on the ocean trip and are 
saleable when they arrive at the port 
of debarkation. Being entirely grass 
fed and of a certain breed they hardly 
class with good corn fed steers from 
the United States, but they neverthe 
less fill up a big hole in the consump- 
tive demand and so lessen the demand 
for our cattle very much.

The total debt is now 
oes, 074, 927. The increase in the 
debt for the period from 1890 te 1695 
was $15,544,830, or an average of $3,- 
590,214 per year. Mr. Foster argued | 
that the increase in the public debt 
was justified by aid which the govern- 
ment had extended te important public 
works. The finance minister under- 
took a forecast of probable revenue and 
expenditure for the current year. Up 
to Jan. 20, 1896, the revenue amount- 
ed to $19,560,174, a betterment of $1,- 
500,000 over the previous year. The 
expenditure for the same 


revenue of $17,439,826 is estimated, if 
the anticipated increase in trade con- 
tinues. There will bein the current 
year a revenue in gross of $37.000,000, 
and an expenditure in round figures of 
about thesame. Mr. Foster concluded 
by upholding the National Policy. 

Sir Richard Cartwright began re- 
plying at 8:30. He spoke for one 
hour, moving the adjournment of the 
debate at 9:30. Before entering upon 
the discussion of the figure, he made 
some allusions to the situation.

long to the Order, and the Spanish Au- 
thorities Are Powerless to Crash It— 
The Altars of the Naniges—tloody Coun- 
eil Chambers, 

The Spanish detectives in Havana 
fave discovered important elues point- 
ing to the Nanigos Society as being 
the perpetrators of the murderous as- 
sault upon Senor Nicolas Rivero, of 
the Diario de la Marina, in the streets 
of Havana, a little more than a fort- 
night ago. If there ever was a set of 
cut-throats who went ungarrotted it is 
that same band of assassins. They are 
&@ product of Cuba, and, fortunately 
for the world, flourish only on Cuban 
territory. 

The Nanigos (pronounced Nan-yig- 
hose, with the accent on the first syl- 
lable) were organized in 1761, by the 
African negro slaves of Cuba. Being 
slaves, their meetings had to be held in 
secret, and only small gatherings could 
assemble at atime. Being ignorant, 
their society work was of a barbaric 
eharacter. To invest their rights with 
® religious impressiveness they adopted 
the idea of the Roman Catholio altar, 
end introduced the cruifix, burning can- 
dles,/and smoking incense in their cere- 
monies, The barbaric instiacts of the 
half-civilized blacks were sbown in 
their display of skulls and crossbones, 
peculiar and mystifying symbols, and 
the drinking of blood and the sacrificing 
of fowls to their fetich deities.

boviety's existence. In cases where some 
favourite aileged chief of some little 
known African tribe desired to purchase 
his liberty and his owners refused him 
the privilege, the savage faction soon 
found a means of putting the trouble- 
s0ine owners out of the way, and of se- 
Curing the treedom of their favourite. 
Before the end of the century the Nani- 
Gos had interpreted the cornerstone o 
their laws, “ Friendship and Mutual 
Protection,” to mean that they must 
avenge every injury done to a member, 
ani tueir favourite penalty for any one 
coming under the ban of the society was 
death. 

Aiter all the slaves of Cuba were free, 
the society, in 1578, admitted { Cuban- 
born negroes. bor more than a century 
the Airican negroes bad kept themselves 
aioot from any alliance with natives. 
Shortly aiter the native negroes got 
in they admitted mulattoes, mixed 
breeds, and whites. Then, for the first 
time in the history of the Nanigos, in- 
ternal strife began. The Africans and 
mative blacks tormed themselves inta 
one lodge, or, as they called it, a club, 
known as Ebion 1. Ebion is an African 
word, wich some of the members say 
signifies “blood.” ‘This organization 19 
now inade up of the cattle herders and 
butchers employed in the cattle yards 
and slaughter houses at Caraguao, Hav- 
ana district, and of the members of the 
Fiith Company of the Havana fire bri- 

ade; all are negroes and mulattoes. 
this is the strongest club in the order, 


and 
THE MOST FEROCIOUS. 


The mixture of races in the various 
clubs caused many conflicts for supre- 
macy, but in spite of every effort made 
by whites and quadroons the blacks and 
mulattoes of the Ebion Club kept the su- 
preme chief of all the order at its head, 
and no matter how much the clubs 
fought it out between themselves there 
Was a Masonic understanding that the 
approval of the 
commander must be had before any club 
could issue a decree or fiat. 

There were many batties in the streets 
of Havana after 1878 between the var- 
ious clubs, and the situation in 1889 
and 1890 became very grave. From 
four to six Nanigos assassinations occur- 
ted nightly throughout the cities and 
towns where the societies held sway. 
In Havana the murderous work of the 
Ebion and Ecorio-For was bold and 
merciless, and in 1890 the Civil Gover- 
nor, Carlos Batista Rodriguez, finally 
Stopped. the murders during the period 
that be remained in office. This was 
accomplished simply because he was a 
Cuban. When a Spaniard succeeded 
he " authority the crimes broke out 
afresh. 

The society work of the Nanigos clubs 
is conducted in a language that is a 
mixture of African | Cuban-Spanish. 
It is weird, savage, and calculated to 
arouse all the latent barbarism that 
may be dormant in the members. Their 
lodge-room is called the “‘cuarto fam- 
ba.’ Cuarto is Spanish for room, but 
famba is African for holy executioners. 
The Ullamba is the supreme chief of 
the Nanigos order. His ruling is final, 
and he is invested with the virtue of 
infallibility. His identity is kept a sec- 
ret; it would certain death for a 
Cuban to reveal his name, which is only 
known to a secret council in the order. 

Chiefs of clubs preside at the cere- 
monies of their clubs. The club or 
lodge-rooms are commonplace affairs. In 
the centre is an elevated seat, where 
the chief sits, and at the end of the 
room facing him is an altar. On the 
altar are placed lighted candles, in 


glass or china candlesticks, a brass cru- | 


cifix, and potted albacu plants. The 
altar is red. In the centre is the sym- 
bol of the club, and every club has its 
own symbol. 
corner of the altar front is painted 
A LARGE DAGGER, 

and in the lower right corner a eide 
view of a skull. The figures are al- 
Ways painted in black. 

The ceremonies begin with an incan- 
tation and exhortation. All members 
wear the hideous uniform of the society. 
A band plays upon a set of barbaric in- 
struments, the chief leads in a sort of 
mournful, droning song, the words of 
which are African, and the whole has a 
very weird effect. % 

In the event of an initiation the no- 
vice is stripped to the waist and laid, 
face down, before the altar. He is then 
whipped across the bare shoulders with 
switches until the blood flows freely. 
Members come forward and bathe their 
hands in the red stream. This is believ- 
ed to bring good luck. After he has

‘he is again asked if he is content to 
remain, and again he replies “Yes.” A 
butcher knife is then given to him 
to break, to signify that for the sake 
of the order he is ready to break all 
the ties of family and friendship, no 
matter if they be as strong as steel. 
The body of the fowl is thrown on t 
altar steps with the two pieces of the 
broken knife. Afterward comes the 
oath of the order of Nanigos, by which 
he swears that he is 


READY TO DO AND DIE 


for the good of the society. He must 
swear to kill, if necessary, to avenge 
a wrong done to a brother: 

The uniform consists of a cone-shaped 
sack over the head, a square sack with 
Sleeves, over the body, and a pair of 
istraight trousers. The material is bur- 
lap and old sugar bags. The headgear 
has @ bunch of ribbons at the point, and 
a biack spot painted midway between 
th: top and the ends, that reach to the 
shoulders. Around the lower part of 
the headpiece which reaches the shoul- 
ders is a long fringe, made of unrav- 
elled rope. The sleeve ends and the 
bottoms of the pantaloons are fringed 
with this rope ornament. A_ black 
strine runs down the side of the panta- 
loons. Around the waist is a belt, from 
which dangle a dozen bells. The oddest 
feature of this fantastic: make-up is a 
sort of pasteboard sailor hat, painted 
with black varnish, and securely at- 
tached to the rear of the hangman’s 
bonnet which is worn. On the top of 
the hat is painted, in white, the sym- 
bol of the club. 

In taking the oath of admission the 
novice must hold in his right hand the 
blood-stained dagger that cut the roos- 
ter’s throat, and in his left a small 
brush made of rope. After his initia- 
tion he must leave the brush on the

An Electric Rifle. 


Heavy guns have long been fired 
by electricity, but electrically exploded 
small ‘arms have not hitherto come 
within the sphere of the inventor: It 
is hard to see wherein an electrically 


actuated rifle can, for all practical pur- 
poses, be an improvement on the ex- 
tremely efficient exploding mechanism 
with which arms of precision are now 
fitted, but the designer of a rifle in 
which the cartridge is exploded by elec- 
tricity claims that in this method there 
is none of the flashing out of the pow- 
der common with the ——7 percus- 
sive hammer, and all the powder is con- 
sumed, to the manifest improvement of 
the penetrative power of the bullet. 
A battery is inserted in the stock, with 
wires running toa strip of metal on 
the one hand, and the hammer—which 
is fitted on the upper part of the trig- 
ger—on the other. he metal strip 
makes contact with the metal base of 
the shell.

PREPARED FOR A SIEGE 


France is Ready to trevent Repetition of 
Events of 183@-71. 

Should the fortunes of war ever 
again expose the City of Paris to the 
hardship of a siege, the besieger would 
find the reduction of the French cap- 
ital to be a far more difficult under- 
taking than did the German armies in 
the winter of 1870-71. 

Thus, for example, 40,000 rations of 
preserved vegetables can be placed |. in 
&@ cubic space measuring only 40 inches 
each way, and millions of these rations 
of preserved meats are constantly 
-kept ready for the eventful necessity 
of the military provisioning of Paris. 

An enormous stock of flour and bis- 
cuits is always mainiained by the war 
department while the introduction of 
compressed fodder and the silo system 
have facilitated the ‘storage of suffi- 
cient food for the horses required by 
the cavalry, as well as py the omnibus 
and street railway companies. 

One of the gravest causes of distress 
during the last siege of Paris was the 
scarcity and poor quality of milk. Such 
quantities of this indispensable article 
as could be procured were worth their

Under the title “The Rarer Furs,” 
the London Spectator has an interesting 
article on some of those skins used in 
the manufacture of wearing apparel 
which are becoming scarcer year by 
year. It appears that seal, sea otter, 
silver fox, blue fox, and beaver are the 
furs whose costliness seems to show that 
thay are destined to disappear earliest. 
It is a surprising statement, but it isno 
deubt true, that a single skin of the 
silver fox fetched at the spring sale 


jin London last year no less a price 
than $850.‘ The silver fox has always 
|been esteemed on account of its ex- 
treme rarity and beauty, and the fact 
is quoted that two sportsmen, in their 
journey on foot across the Hudson's 
Bay territory, only succeeded in trap- 
Ping one of these seldom-seen animals. 
The sea otter’s fur is very beautiful, 
out it is said that the sea otter is 
becoming so scarce that the sight of 
one of them swimming out at sea 1s 
the signal for a fleet of Aleutian boats
